duties at 7 o'clock in the morning and con-
tinue on duty until 7 o'clock in the evening,and Night Watch commence at 7 o'clock in
the evening and serve until 7 o'clock in the
morning. They must so arrange amongthemselves that but one shall be absent from
duty at meal time.

3rd. The Day Police shall be stationed in
their respective Beats under the direction of
the Mayor and Chief of Police, and shall not
leave their respective Beats within the hours
of duty without leave of the Mayor, or Chief
of Pol ice, or City Marshal, or when it maybecome necessary to assist in the arrest of
offenders against the law, or to assist the
Policemen of other Beats. They shall re-
lieve and assist each other and all act to-

gether in the discharge of their duties when
necessity shall require it.

4 th. All the policemen shall also obey the
directions of any member of the Board of
Aldermen when not in conflict with the or-
ders of the Mayor, and they shall go to the
assistance of any person in their beat who
may call for help.
